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Twenty-Five Years 
Of Air Mail Service

Since May 15th was the 25th 
anniversary of the ‘United States 
Airmail Service, what would be 
more appropriate at this time than 
to present a brief comprehensive 
history of the first quarter-cen- 
tury of our nation-wide airmail 
service, rather than my _ usual 
weekly column. 

The first airmail to be carried 
in this country was between Sep- 
tember 23rd and October Ist, 1911, 
when Earl Ovington made special 
flights and carried 1ail between 
Garden City and Mineola, N. Y. 
during the International Aviation 
Tournament which was held at 
the Garden City Airdrome. Mr. 
Ovington was the first official 
airmail pilot to be sworn in by the 
Post Office Department. Between 
this time and the outbreak of 
World War I, approximately sev- 
enty-five of these Pioneer Flights 
took place in different parts of 
the United States, most of them 
during State Fairs and Aviation 
Meets. 

On May 15th, 1918, the first 
airmail route in this country was 
established, between New York 
City and Washington, via Phil- 
adelphia. This service was oper- 
ated with Army Pilots and War 
Dept. planes; the Post Office only 
supplying the mail to be carried 
The airmail postage at this time 
was 24c which included Special 
Delivery service at its destination, 
but this wa3 later reduced to 16c 
without the special delivery and 
subsequently reduced to 8c. This 
inaugural airmail service met with 
a hugh success. and was followed 
by a series of additional routes 
which lead up to our first Trans- 
continental airmail service on 
September 7, 1920. The planes 
left Mineola on that date and 
arrived in San Francisco late on 
September 9th, with stops at Bel- 
lefonte (Pa.), Chicago, Iowa City, 
Omaha, Cheyenne, Salt Lake City, 
Elko, and Reno. The return flight 
was made from San Francisco on 
Sept. 10th. 

During 1919, the Post Office 
took over complete operation of 
the Airmail from the War Dept., 
supplying its own planes and pi- 
lots. On October 15, 1920, the first 
foreign airmdil service, and also 
the first airmail to be carried by 
a private corporation, was put into 
operation, between Seattle, Wash., 
and Victoria, Canada (FAM-2) 
where it connected with the sea- 
going ships. Mail was carried on 
these flights at the regular 2c 
rate. Two weeks ago, FAM-4 be- 
tween Key West, Fla. and Ha- 
vana, Cuba was inaugurated, but 
this service was very short-lived 
and was soon discontinued. Pan- 
American Airways resumed this 
route in 1927. 

After the inauguration of the 
Transcontinental route, a member 
of shorter “Spur” routes were in- 
augurated (Chicago-St. Louis; 
Chicago-Minneapolis, etc), but the 
real need was for a night service. 
Consequently, on July 1, 1924, the 
first Transcontinental flights in- 
volving night flights were flown. 

In 1926, the Post Office Dept. 
and Congress decided that the

time had come to turn the air- 
mail service over to private en- 
terprise and let private contract- 
ors continue the developement of 
this worthy enterprise. Through 
the Kelly Bill, the Post Office 
authorized to make a number of 
contracts for yarious routes, The 
first private routes to be placed 
into service were CAM-6 and 
CAM-7 (Detroit-Cleveland and 
Detroit-Chicago) which were op- 
erated by the Ford Motor Co., 
Inc., and inaugurated on Feb. 15, 


1926. From this time until early 
1934, the airmail system grew 
with “leaps and bounds” both 


within this country and between 
this country and Latin-America. 


Early in 1934, the Postmaster- 
General, by order of the Presi- 
dent of the U.S.A., cancelled all 
domestic airmail contracts, and 
turned the task of carrying the 
airmail back to the Army. How- 
ever, the Army was not prepared 
for such a task (not having the 
proper equipment) and _  conse- 
quently many casualties resulted. 
Public opinion soon required Con- 
gress to pass a bill returning the 
airmail to private contractors. 
Since this time, the domestic air 
transport system grew so rapidly 


until today, it is one of the 
world’s greatest airmail sys- 
tems. In 1935, the first Trans- 


Pacific Airmail was flown and 
in 1939, the Atlantic was spanned. 
Experiments with Autogiros fly- 
ing from Airports to roofs of City 
Postoffices have proved to be very 
successful, and this service may 
be very common after the War. 
Another successful experiment 
was that of the non-stop pick-up 
and delivery service whereby a 
plane can pick up and deliver 
mail without landing. Five of 
these routes are now in operation, 
and hundreds more are planned 
for after the War. 


Today, our airmail system con- 
sists of sixty routes which bring 
all parts of the nation within 30 
hours of any other point served 
by plane. There are currently over 
a hundred applications before the 
Civil Aeronautics Board (the pre- 
sent governing body of our air 
transport system) for new routes 
and stops after the War, which 
would increase our present air- 
mail system of almost 50,000 miles 
by almost 100%. An illustration 
of the amount of mail carried by 
our planes can be shown by the 
Govt. Report of November, 1942, 
which shows that almost 4% bil- 
lion pound-miles of airmail were 
carried. It is probably much 





greater now. 


Fitts Changes Name, 
Bigger Cover Service

of Lawrence, Mass, who conducts 
his business under the name of 
the Methuen Stamp Service. 

Mr. Fitts advises that pressure 
of other business has made this 
move necessary. The business will 
be transferred to Lawrence on or 
before the end of May. 

However, Mr. Fitts is still con- 
tinuing with his first day cover 
service and his patriotic envelopes 
service as his full page ad in this 
issue will ably demonstrate. Since 
the name was included in the 
transaction, his cover business will 
be conducted in the future under 
the name of CACHET-CRAFT 
COVER SERVICE, Framingham, 
Mass. 

He asks us to call this change 
of name to the attention of all 
his cover customers in order that 
they may give orders for the new 
stamps their usual prompt ser- 
vice. 

Cachet-Craft Cover Service has 
obtained the services of Mr. L. 
W. Staehle, the winner of the 
1942 King of Cachets award to do 
the set of eleven cachets for the 
new Over-run Nations issue and 
states that this set promises to be 
the most attractive they have ever 
issued.

Death Of Frank W. Grant, 
An Old Timer Marches On 


Collectors who knew Frank W. 
Grant, of Cleveland, Ohio, long 
time member of the American 
Philatelic Society and of the Gar- 
field-Perry Stamp Club of Cleve- 
land, will mourn his passing. 
His membership in Garfield- 
Perry extended over almost 
twenty years. He was President 
of the club in 1927 and _ 1928; 
and, was one of the officers and 
an exceedingly active workers in 
the Mid Western Philatelic Ex- 
hibition held here in 1928, 
He was one of the A.P.S. Vice- 
Presidents ine 1930-1—with Mike 
Lloyd and Wm. D. Preston: and 
had attended practically all the 
A, P. S, annual conventions for 
many years. He was in charge 
of the registrattion at the con. 
vention here last year and, as 
usual, did a dandy job. 
He was 65 years old, having 
been born February 6, 1878. He 
was born in Edinborough, Scot- 
land, brought to Canada at the 
age of three, and came to the 
United States in 1908, ~ 
He specialized Souvenir Sheets; 
was an active air mail collector; 
and had been interested at one 
time in extensive collecting of 
commemoratives of the world. 

To know him was to admire 
amd respect him for his many 
sterling qualities. His generosity 
and unselfish service to the club 
contributed in large measure to 
the club’s advancement and the 
improvement of our hobby. He 
leaves an enviable record of a 
high standard of ethics and un- 
compromising integrity which 
will long be remembered by those 
who had the privilege of know- 
ing him. 

Garfield-Perry has suffered an 
ivreparable loss in his passing.

STAMPS TO HONOR ENSLAVED NATIONS 

The announced new issue of postage stamps which will 
start with a stamp for Poland on June 22nd, is not what one 
might term an allied nation issue for the active allies, as in- 
dependent nations are not represented in the list of proposed 


new stamps. Rather we must call these new 
stamps a series for the Enslaved Nations of 
Europe, nations which have been over-run 
and are under the heel of the oppressor. 











The list of eleven nations thus honored 
is entirely of such countries that involun- 
tarily were engulfed by the German war ma- 
chine. Throughout Europe, there are other 
countries which might have shared this honor 
had they not voluntarily joined with the Axis 
powers or as willingly surrendered without 
Geo, W. Linn any effort to give them recognition as a foe 
to the oppressor. Throughout the Pacific there are also Na- 
tions which are as deserving of this same recognition, yet this 
issue of stamps is wholly for the European countries. If there 
is one country in the Pacific area that should be included in 
this new series of stamps, it is that of the Philippine Islands. 

While not a wholly independent nation, it has lived and 
fought as such and recognition of this fact would be fitting 
at this time. 

While preparations are being made for the issue of the 
stamps which will pay homage to the eleven enslaved na- 
tions of Eurepe, Linn’s Weekly Stamp News takes the lead 
among the Philatelic Publications of America by issuing this 
special number as a salute to these nations and with the firm 





conviction that they shall again be free and independent.

issuance of the remaining stamps 
in the series will be announced 
later. 

The date June 22nd as announc- 
ed for the Polish stamp seems to 
have no direct connection with 
any date tied up with Polish par- 
ticipation in the present war, since 
it. ‘was on this date in 1941, that 
Germany invaded Russia without 
declaration of war and without 
denunciation of the “non-aggres- 
sion” treaty of 1939. Germany in- 
vaded Poland on September 1, 
1939. 

It is therefore unlikely that any 
effort will be made to release the 
different stamps on dates that 
have any special significance, al- 
tho it is probable that some might 
be released if proper dates fit in 
with the scheme of issue. 

While no statement has yet been 
made by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment it is generally understood 
that these stamps will be pro- 
duced by the American Eank Note 
Company of New York, This is 
the Company that produced the 
many colored Constitution stamps 
of Ecuador and similar stamps for 
ether countries. 

Checking these in the Scott Cat- 
alogue we note that it is stated 
that these samps are “engraved 





and lithographed”. This would in- 


dicate some dual process of pro- 
duction not heretofore applied to 
United States stamps and_ this 
makes the. issue an unusual one. 
This however is not the only un- 
usual thing about the new stamps 
but we will probably have to 
await their issue before more 
comment can be made since there 
arises the question of Plate Num- 
bers or sheet markings, Whether 
these sheets will bear plate num- 
bers that fit in with the Bureau 
issues is a question that Plate 
number collectors are doubtless 
interested in. It is entirely possible 
that some other list of mumbers 
may apply but it is certain that 
the stamps will bear imprints or 
marks on their margins that will 
provide special pieces for the 
specialist. 

As yet, no statement has been 
made as to the quantities that will 
be issued, so that no predictions 
can be made as to their future, 
but providing the issue is of a 
norma] number there would seem 
to be a sound bases for belief that 
these stamps should be a worth- 
while investment, since there is 
certain to be a tremendous de- 
mand for them throughout Europe 
as soon as conditions permit nor- 
mal trade over there. 

Since these stamps are to be 
issued at intervals over several 
months collectors who want first 
day covers will save themselves a 
lot of time, trouble and possible 
loss of a cover by placing their

Sweet. He illustrated with fifty 
or sixty Civil War Patriotics, fine

and the interesting patriotic and 
political cartoons of Berlin and 
Jones. He also exhibited covers 
from the Spanish-American War 
and the Boer War. 

Mr. Sweet’s speech was organ-

groups of covers. The first classi- 
fication being “The Seeds of 


% | War,” included covers which pro- 


pagandized relations between the 
Allies. Thist group included cov- 
ers commemorating King George 
and Queen Elizabeth’s Tour of 
Canada and the United States; 
covers commemorating the visit of 
the Royal Couple to France and 
the treaty of mutual assistance 
that was signed at the time; var- 
ious covers from the transferred 
destroyers and patriotic covers 
from the bases that England lent 
the United States in return. 
Others included were covers mail- 
ed on the day of the “first draft,” 
a cover from the U. S. S. Panay, 
first day covers of the Defense 
Stamps, etc. 

The second group consisted of 
about forty covers from “Gold 
Star Ships,” U. S. ships which 
have been sunk in the war to 
date; covers mailed on America’s 
first wartime Navy Day and Mar- 
ine’s Day, Flag Day, and on var- 
ious patriotic holidays of our first 
year of war. 

The third group consisted of 
modern patriotics of various pub- 
lishers: Weigand’s Handpainted, 
Knapp’s Handpainted, Crosby’s, 
Gimbels, Linn’s, Fleetwoods, Cur- 
tiss’, Fitts’, Roberts’, Millers, etc. 

The fourth group included pat- 
riotic covers mailed from foreign 
countries—Canada, Newfoundland 
Nova Scotia, Guatamala, St. Pier- 
re & Miquelon, etc. 

The last group consisted of A. 
P. O.’s, Camp, Fort, and Army 
post’s postmarks. Mr. Sweet com- 
pleted his speech by exhibiting 
the use of V-mail. 

The members of the two clubs 
were interested immensely in the 
covers and many of them express- 
ed their desire to obtain similar 
material.

Well Informed Stamp 
Man Passes Away 


Mr. Gerald Gilbert, internation- 
ally known as one of the best-in- 
formed stamp men on the stamps 
of France and other European 
countries, died May 6, 1943, at 
his apartment in New York. Mr. 
Gilbert, who had lived in New 
York since 1939, was well known 
and personally much loved and 
admired among the stamp people 
in that city. His passing is a great 
loss to the stamp collecting fra- 
ternity, and many will miss a real 
friend. 

Mr. Gilbert, 63 years old, was 
for many years a dealer and 
stamp authority in Paris. He is 
perhaps best known because of 
his work in handling the sale of 
the great Ferrary collection in 
1921 to 1925; but the famous Mir- 
abaud .and Chiesa _ collections 
were also handled by him. He was 
a contributor to many of the 
stamp journals, and in his last 


years had published numerous 
articles in the Collectors Club 
Philatelist. 


No man in our time has been 
a more consistent advocate of act- 
ual knowledge, real information, 
about stamps, than Mr. Gilbert. 
Truly, as the French say, “un 
brave homme,” whose presence 
among us was a stimulant to bet- 
ter philateile activity at all times. 

Mr. Gilbert was a veteran of 
World War I. He is survived by 
his widow and his son Michel 
Gilbert.

This column takes pleasure in 
presenting an article sent in by 
M. Luff of New York City. It ap- 
pears that he is following in the 
footsteps of a very famous name- 
sake. The name “LUFF” is one 
that philately will never forget. 
If “hitching your wagon to a star” 
is still in vogue, then Mr. M. Luff 
is a marked man,—marked for 
fame and prominence. 

The item is a vertical block of 
30 stamps, 3x10, of the 3c “Win 
the War” stamp. The following is 
a brief summary of what happen- 
ed to this -block: 

1. First vertical row is fully 
gummed, the second row is half- 
gummed, and the last strip is 
without gum. 

2. Perforations range from well 
centered to off center and return 
to exact centering. 

3. He now lists a variety of 
white lines, dots, dashes etc. These 
occur throughout most of the un- 
gummed .stamps. The result of 
these white irregularities is the 
formation of malformed letters 
and figures in the stamps. 

In studying such an item, there 
are several fundamentals which 
must be established. Firstly, thé 
sheets of stamps are gummed be- 
fore printing. Secondly, the gum- 
med paper is thicker than un- 
gummed paper. Third, this stamp 
is printed in white—that is, the 
figures and lettering are uninked, 
while the background is inked. 

With these facts in mind, we 

can now proceed to what actually 
happened. Part gummed _ sheets 
are a frequent variety. In fact, 
entire ungummd sheets are also 
not very rare. When a partly 
gummed sheet like this “Win the 
War” piece is sent through our 
rotary press, at the customary 
high speed with which this press 
runs, it is printed unevenly. Due 
to the fact that the ungummed 
portion of the sheet is much thin- 
ner than the gummed part, the 
pressure of the printing plate is 
not as heavy or pronounced on 
this thin area of the sheet. In ad- 
dition, since this stamp has the 
background in ink, and not as is 
customary the stamp design, we 
find part of this background as 
white dots, lines or spaces. Had 
this stamp been one in which the 
stamp design was the inked part, 
there would be portions of the de- 
sign missing in print. These var- 
ieties are akin to a dry print, 
although the latter differs in 
cause, since a dry print results 
from an improperly wiped or 
inked plate. 
The study of such freaks be- 
comes very fascinating when one 
begins to understand the causes 
underlying their accidental and 
adventurous birth, The -human 
mind delights in unraveling the 
mysterious, and the unusual,— 
philatelic freaks and oddities cer- 
tainly fulfill this yearning.

event in this manner.

Collecting registered meter co- 
vers is an interesting study in it- 
self. The denominations of postage 
used on these is almost endless. 
Postal regulations require that no 
date or postmark appear on the 
face of the cover and ordinarily 
meter users abide by them. How- 
ever there are exceptions for in- 
stance on a tape showing 66c post- 
age paid with the registration 
cance] on it, for, “NEW OR- 
LEANS, LA” is within the town- 
circle. Covers from Los Angeles 
bearing an attractive pictorial 
slogan “Conserve Oil, California” 
have 2lc postage paid and _ the 
towncircle is complete with date 
and city, 

As noted in this column pre- 
viously, the NPM machines often 
omit the towncircle entirely. The 
F type meters imprint the proper 
amount of postage either directly 
on the envelope or on a tape and 
no towncircle appears. A tape 
from meter 91415 had a slogan, 
“Registered No. --= See other 
side for postage and all other 
charges” and this is folded so that 
the slogan is on the face of the 
cover and the postage paid on the 
back, Similarly special envelopes 
designed by banks for registry 
may have printed instructions in 
the upper right hand corner read- 
ing, “See other side etc.” in which 
the meter imprint or’ tape is on 


tthe back. 


The slogan may become an asset 
when preparing registered mail 
as it reads “Registered No....” for 
the number to be inserted by the 
postal clerk. A freak type from 
an H4 meter has been cut in two 
just leaving the right hand portion 
showing the meter number and 
amount of postage paid, 

Tapes which have been removed 
from the original sending gave 
very littg information to the col- 
lector, therefore it is preferable to 
keep them on cover if possible or 
to make a notation of the com- 
pany if they were used on parcel 
post, 

Different regulations pertaining 
to registered mail exist in Canada 
which make it allowable to use 
the complete towncircle informa- 
tion. There is a postmark from 
the post office in addition to the 
meter on each cover. A meter 
tape appears on a_ package of 
printed matter with the usual re- 
gistration rubber stamps on it. A 
government meter 140126 used by 
the Air Service shows .00 paid on 
a registered sending on CHMS 
mail. A bank in Vancouver, B. C. 
sent a registered package show- 
ing $8.66 postage paid, There were 
eight one dollar tapes and one for 
66c. Four neat hand stamps read- 
ing, “Vancouver, B. C. Feb. 12, 
1942 Registration Br.” were neatly 
placed on these tapes. 

Some collectors try to get as 
many different denominations in 
metered postage as they can and 
registration and air mail run into 
high figures. 

The accumulator of patriotic 
items would delight in a postcard 
prepared by postmark collector 
Dr, Gants. He has named it “A 
postmark slogan for Victory” and 
lists “Victory, Liberty, Russia, 
China etc.” all in postmarks.

Big Cities Zoned 
To Speed Up Mail 


The Postoffice Departmen has 
announced that 178 of the larger 
cities of America are to be zoned 
for speedier handling of mail in 
the local postoffices. Residents in 
these cities will be allotted a num- 
ber, which is the zone in which 
they live and it will be required 
that in giving their address, they 
will place this number after the 
name of their town, thus: Cleve- 
jand 16, Ohio. 

The object of this number is 
that the clerk within the post- 
office who sorts the mail for the 
earrier will know that all letters 
with “16” after “Cleveland” will 
go to a certain carrier. 

The reason for installing this 
system is that so many new em- 
ployees are being added that mail 
service is suffering because these 
carriers must first learn the en- 
tire: layout of a city, so that he 
will know that a piece of mail 
addressed to a certain street and 
number will go to a certain car- 
rier. Under this new system, with 
the number after the city name, 
anyone can sort the mail quickly. 








INFLATION IN CHINA
